back to the T.mcs that the "uncertainty 
was great, ant that he wouldn't give a 
penny toss up for the advantage either 
party had," or words to that effect. 
The 


chairman of the Ohio Democratic State 
committee, the night before the election 
claimed the State by 9,000 majority. 
The Democratic press eveiywhere, while 
not displaying too much confidence, were 
dishing up their editorials in anticipa- 
tion of a big whoop over a Democratic 
victory. 


The Republicans meantime had a bard 


fight before them. Heretofore Ohio bad 
always gone Republican in Presidential 
years, but never since the formation of 
the party did the Democrats have com- 
plete control of all the State machinery, 
and that of many of the larger cities.

The above is the title of a volume by 


Alfred H. Guernsey, PhJ>, published by 
Harper Bros,, in which the author b kes 
a comprehensive survey of tbe principal 
industries and vocations which are or can 
be carried on in the United States, with 
a view to ascertain and to point out the 
opportunities which they present for the 
attainment of success in life. The aim of 
the book is purely a practical one. 
The 


author does not tell the reader in detail 
bow he can get rich, but rather by a care- 
ful survey of the present industrial field, 
and comparison with tbe past, to judge 
whether any vocation is likely to prove a 
desirable one, by ascertaining all the 
facts bearing upon the case. 
For in- 


stance, how many persons are now en- 
gaged in it, whether the number is greater 
or less, in proportion to the whole popu- 
lation, than formerly ; what are the re 
spective rates of remuneration, 
ant 


whether 
increasing 
or diminishing 


whether the products themselves will be 
in demand in tbe future, and whether 
there is likely to be any change in the 
methods by which they are produced; 
what improvements may be made, either 
in the products themselves or in their 
mode of production. 


These are some of the conditions and 


circumstances of which the author at- 
tempts to point out tbe means of investi- 
gation. Tbe United States ccusus re- 
ports, for the year 1880 are the bases from 
which most of the deductions arc drawn. 
These reports are one of the greatest 
storehouses of information ever publish- 
ed, and the author has made use of them 
in pointing out the industrial opportuni- 
ties of the different vocations and sec- 
tions of tho country. 


In his survey of the vast field of op- 


portunities he divides his work in the 
following order : Farming, Fruit Culture, 
and Gardening, Live Stock and Dairy 
Products, Forestry, Manufacturing and 
Mechanical Industries, Trade and Com- 
merce, Mines of the United States, Fish- 
erics, Professional Occupations, Applied 
ScUinces, and Inventions, Health and 
Mortality, Work for Women aud Amuse- 
ments. 


The chapter on Mechanics and Manu- 


factures contains a great deal of valuable 
information aud advice, which can be 
profitably studied by all who are engaged 
in those pursuits. The author sums up 
the main conditions of success in this di- 
rection as follows: 


First—Clioose well the particular avo- 


cation in which you are to engage, having 
special reference to your own qualifica- 
tions, mental as well as physical. If you 
are of delicate frame, the trade of black- 
smith and carpenter is not for you. If 
your fingers are deficient in suppleness, 
and in celerity of movement, the craft of 


Among the occupations in the sciences 


compositor or engraver is not the one for 


you. 
If you happen to be color-blind, do 


not try to become a painter. If thtre is 
no special disqualification, then of all the 
occupations open to you, select the ono 
which promises to pay best 
If for any 


reason, or even for no reason which you 
can definitely assign, you have <i liking 
for any particular trade, that one, other 
things being equal, should be chosen. 
If 


you are fond ot reading, that is a good 
.reason for becoming a printer, if you 
have a natural mechanical turn, j-ou are 
specially fitted for a machinist, a cabinet- 
maker, or a milKtright, and all the more 
so if you have an inventive genius 
The 


and art that appear to the author not to 
be over crowded are mentioned tele- 
graphing, wood engraving, chemistry, 
electric'ty, mineralogy, jewelers and sil- 
ver plate workers. 
As vocations for 


women ^he most promising and appro- 
priate Held seern to be horticulture, flori- 
culture, designing, clerkships, telegraph- 
ing, telephoning and type setting. Even 
farming has been successfully conducted 
by women aud is suggested as an occupa- 
4iop for the sex, and the writer instances 
tbe families of Malvina and Pauline Ro- 
berts, who successfully cultivated 350 
acres, with the assistance of their chil- 
dren, principally girls. 


Under the head of research and inven- 


tion it is mentioned that a witness before 
a committee of the United States Senate, 
in 1883, stated that California's supply 
of tin ore is greater than that of Eng- 
land. 
He added: "We are the largest 


tin consumers in the world, and our man- 
ufacture of tin p'.ate is practically noth- 
ing. 
The establishment of this industry 


would afford employment to 40,000 addi- 
tional workingmen, involving the pay- 
ment of at least $4,000,000 a year iu 
wages." Other suggestions in a metal- 
lurgical connection are that attention be

THE ENCOTJKAGING EFFECT OF THE OHIO 


ELECTION IN THAT STATE. 


TRENTON, Oct. 15.—Trenton Repub- 


licans devoted themselves from before 
midnight until nearly daylight last night 
to rejoicing. 
They paraded with music 


and banners and with cheering and shout- 
ing. 
The streets were crowded with en- 


thusiastic men, who kept up the cheering 
whenever the pareders stopped to rest. 
Several1 orators appeared in their night 
clothes and made speeches from second 
story windows. A prominent Republican 
summarizes the New Jersey situation 
thus': "The result in Ohio insures the 
vote of this State to 'Blaine.

therein presents but two prominent fea- 
tures: His opposition to soldiers in the 
field and to colored citizens enjoying the 
right to vote. 


He sought to prevent these two classes 


of citizens exercising a rigbt which but 
few (and they only the most ultra copper- 
heads and 
rebel 
sympathizers) ever 


thought of denying. The old prejudice 
against color and the old grudge against 
the soldier because he had assisted in put- 
ting down the Democratic Rebellion 
could not be laid aside, even when mo- 
tives of policy would have dictated such 
a course. 
At that time, evidently, Mr. 


Ross did not acquiesce in the recently 
passed amendments to the Constitution of 
the United States, for they positively 
forbid the very thing he advocated—the 
restriction of suffraga to white citizens. 


Such is the public record of a person 


who claims that ho expects to receive 
enough Republican votes to render his 
election a possibility in this district. On 
what ground he is to get them has yet to 
be explained. 
How striking is the con- 


trast between his barren and unsavory 
record and that of Dr. Evans, who has 
taken an active share in the legislation of 
the country, using his influence in flivor 
of a wise financial policy, and proving a 
useful member of Congress. 


The latter has nothing in his record of 


which he need be ashamed, nor is he 
afraid to express his opinion upon any 
public question. He has been identified 
with some of the roost important mcas" 
ures which l.ave been introduced into the 
House of Representatives, and bas made 
his mark in a number of important de- 
bates 
He has gained a reputation as a 


faithful and industrious member who has 
care'ully and conscientiously attended 
not merely to tbe interests of hi« constit- 
uents but to those of the whole country. 
His opinions are in harmony with the 
spirit of progress which marks the policy 
of the nation for the past twenty-five 
years. 


Is this to count for nothing in compar- 


ison with the vague promises of one who 
has shown his inability to recognize the 
results of the war as permanent? Who 
hoped even so late as 1873 that the four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments might 
yet be reversed ? Who could not con- 
ceal his antipathy to the soldiers and the 
black men i Who has been and still re- 
mainR opposed to the doctrine of protec- 
tion to American industry'' Tlie voter 
who ponders upon these things must be- 
come cOMvinced that Mr. Ross bas not 
the qua' ificsitions which entitle him to 
represcii t properly the progressive con- 
stituency, the varied industries, and the 
extensive interests of the Seventh Con- 
gressional District. -NorristowH Herald.

ESEMlEx OF THE OYSTER. 


The worst enemies of tho oysters are 


the starfish and the borer. Starfish in 
Long Island Sound abound at certain 
seisons of the year on the Connecticut 
coast, and when the oyster supply is slack 
there, and starfish appear in great num- 
beasfthey migrate to the shore of Long 
Island. Their methods of advancing on 
an oyster bed are either to form in a 
long row like a winroiv on n hayfield and 
swoop down on their prey, or to roll 
themselves into balls three or four feet 
in diameter and drift with the tide until 
a good camping ground is reached, when 
the ball melts and the separated starfish 
begin to feed. 
A starfish can crawl on 


sea bottom and can float, but it makes 
slow progress in swimming. 
When oys- 


ter men see these bundles of starfish they 
go out with dredges so made that the 
heavier oyster remains on its bed, but the 
lighter starfish are scooped up, and it 
has been known that in one day a dredge 
scooped tip three big scowfuls of starfish. 
They were used as a fertilizer. 
There is 


not enough substance to them to make 
them fit for eating. 
They are like a 


puff-ball, all outside and no inside. 


Three starfish at the hatcheries are 


having a good time feeding on oysters. 
They fasten each one on an oyster with 
the middle of the star in the center of 
the oyster's bhells. 
Then the adjustable 


stomach slowly comes out of the creature 
and spreads around the edges of the shell 
until the vital economy of the starfish U 
mostly out of doorp, while the oyster's 
lips are sealed. As soon as it it opens 
the shells to take in water and nourish- 
ment, as is its habit twice in twenty-four 
hours, the starfish throws out a secretion 
which resembles gastric juice, and which 
kills the oyster. Then the starfish ap- 
propriates the oyster and pulls in its 
stomach. No method of destroying star- 
fish other than that now used has been

Another enemy of the oyster is the 


drum fish, which eats young oysters, 
cracking the shells like paper. Whether 
they swallow the shells is not known. 


A worse enemy is mud.

fuse in New York Bay has done as much 
as sludge acid to kill ovsters. 
On board 


of the Lookout recently dredgings were 
made in Cold Spring Haibor, and what 
had been full grown oysters had been 
smothered in the mud, the shelU clinging 
together in bunches as big as a man's 
hat. 
It is not because mud settles on 


oysters that tliev die, but th it they fall on 


mud, 
and, after they 
grow large and 


heavy, settle into it and die.—ff.

'I ha peanut is not indigenous, but was 


brought from Africa with the slaves 
The African nut is now unmarketable 
in the United States, but is used in 
enormous quantities in Marseilles, France, 
as one of tbe sources of olive oil, along 
wit'i Indian cotton seed, etc. 
Trans* 


planting to American soil changed the 
character of the nut and greatly im- 
pro\ed it for eating. 
It made it larger, 


and reduced tbe excess of oil. 


'I tie soil required for the best success 


with this crop is one light and dry, 
upon which thirty to forty bushels of 
sliked lime, or one hundred nnd fifty 
bushels of common marl, to the acre, 
ha\t) been spread. In March the land 
is ploughed, well dragged and cleaned 
of L,rass,ridgcd and "cut don n." 
Plant- 


ing takes place from the lit to the 10th 
of May, the seed being placed in rows 
about fourteen inches apart, and corcrec 
by i stroke of tbe foot 
Soon after th 


plant comes up it is attended to re 
pe-iicdly at intervals of from ten to flf 
tocn days, with cultivator and hoe, up- 
on tho thoroughness of which worl 
largely depends the character of the 
hardest. The blossom is yellow am 
pretty. 
Almost simultaneously with it 


appearance shoots form upon the plan 
and make their way into the ground 
Th< so are called "pins," and boar the 
"pois" beneath the surface 


'I he digging takes place between the 


10th and 20th of October, and consist 
m throwing tbe vines out of the grounc 
witli a plough made for the purpose. On 
the same day, a;, soon as dried, the vine 
are shaken free of soil and stacked in the 
field ioto "shocks," In from ton to 
twenty days both vine and nuts will be 
completely cured and ready for market 
The vine makes good feed for stock, and 
is mi excellent article for fertilizing pur 
poses—so much so that it is worth the 
prica of digging tbe pea, and farmer: 
sometime* give it in payment for thai 
wo r k. In making and tending tbe shocks 
skill is required to prevent overheating 
and mould. The nuts as fast as picket 
off the shocks in tbe field, are placed in 
bags holding four bushels each, and an 
sold to cleaning factories in Norfolk 
Petersburg, Simthficld and 
elsewhere 


Thi Norfolk factories are the largest in 
the world and consume twice the amoun 
of ill the others put together. 


'J he nuts as they come from the farm 


are sorted into four grades, the last con- 
tain ing chiefly refuse. 
The peanuts ol 


each class are then poured into hoppers 
wbuh carry them into tho cleansing 
machines 
Each of these machines con- 


sists of tin iron Cylinder about twelve fee 
lon<; by three feet in diameter,- a trifle 
smaller at one end thin at the other, 
so that there may be a steady over- 
flow outward. These cylinders revolve 
with considerable rapidity 
and 
in- 


clost- a contrivance by which the cargo ol 
nuts is carried around with still greater 
speed, and at a certain point in each revo 
lution, thrown across tbe cylinder with 
some force. This jar dislodges all the eoi 
rein uningin the crevices of the rough bark 
of tlie husk, while the friction of nut 
against nut polishes the husk to tho re 
quired fitness for market. A blower at- 
tac'ied to each cylinder carries the dust 
into a chimney flue. From each cylinder 
tbe polished peanuts pour steadily upon a 
mo\ ing broad belt or table.divided length- 
wise by fixed partitions into three divi- 
sion •>. 


liown each side division flows the 


stre im of nuts received from the cylln* 
dcrs, and passes beneath tbe fingers of 
of negro girls, who, with amazing rapid- 


ity, pick out all small, defective and dis- 
colored specimens, and toss them into 
the central compartment, where they are 
earn ad on to fall into a receptacle by 
themselves, while tbe perfect ones re- 
main asselected stock. There are many of 
these tables in tbe room, and the busy 
girls raise in wild chorus strains of plan- 
tation and camp meeting melodies which 
sounJ very strange amid tbe noise of tbe 
machinery and the rustle of the moving 
nuts 
They are paid from 40 to 50 cents 


ada\. As the nuts fall from these as- 
sorting tables they are carried by shutes 
down to the ground floor, where 'they pour 
into bags and are speedily ready for 
branding and shipment. 


The "culls," or refuse stock remaining 


after two or three better grades have been 
selected, are by no means lost 
This re- 


fuse goes into a machine which busks <t, 
and separates the light shells from the 
kernels. Tbe shells are sold as horse- 
bedding and for mixture in artificial 
guano. The kernels go into cylindrial sieves 
which sort them into certain sues. The 
best kernels fetch a higb price, tbe second 
best sells well, and the trash remaining is 
. bought by two or three farmers who find 


it excellent feed for fattening hogs.

A WESTERS CATTLE K1HGK 


A Jules City, Montana, letter to the 


New Y irk Times, tells about tbe thriving 
cattle, I rade of the northwest. /The writer 
says 


Tbe Marquis d» Mores is a great cattle 


king ol this region, and besides having a 
large amount of capital ready at hand to 
invest in ranches, cattle, sheep, or horses, 
as the fancy strikes him, is the possessor 
of an unusual amount of nerve, good sense, 
and pluck to back up whatever he under- 
takes to do. He is son-in-law of Baron 
von H( (Titian, who is now in Miles City 
maliinj; arrangements for the building of 
slaughter and cold storage houses here 
The M irquis is not more than '26 years 
of age, and first landed on our shore in 
Augusi, 1872, in the city of New York 
Before long he became attracted by the 
stories of the new country along the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, and came out 
to inspect for himself. 
The prospect 


pleased him, and he bought six square 
miles c f land where the Northern Pacific 
crosses the Little Missouri River. 
Here 


he laid the foundation of a city. Tbe 
new metropolis was pitched in the very 
worst -pot on tbe North American conti- 
nent—so miny wise men said—in the 
midst of bad lands and extinct volcanoes, 
a coun'ry always shunned by the red men, 
and slid, by people who knew all about 
it, to be unfit for agriculture, grazing, or 
anything else Notwithstanding the warn- 
ings and predictions of disaster which 
were gratuitously poured in from all 
sides for his benefit, the Marquis went 
right on with the work he had mapped 
out. On April 1,1883, he pitched a tent 
on the banks of the Little Muddy, which 
wasthi commencement of building op- 
eratioi s. 
He broke a bottle of wine 


over 
the canvas house and iron tent 


that hi Id it in place and christened the 
embryo city Medora, in honor of his wife. 
Herds of cattle and flocks of sheep were 
purchased, and cowboys were employed 
to mind them. The Marquis turned his 
animals loose among the bad lands to 
pick up a living as best they could, sent 
for his wife to come from her luxurious 
eastern home to the little wild western city 
named in her honor .settled down on one of 
his ranches hid away among tho buttes in 
the midst of his new possessions and soon 
became established as a cattle raiser and 
wool grower. 


The enterprising young Frenchman was 


secure from interference and molestation 
ofeveiy kind so long as he went about 
his own business in bis own peculiar style. 
without attaining success in any one of 
bis undertakings. Just as soon, however, 
as it begun to dawn upon the bewildered 
minds of the astonished natives round 
about that the foreigner was not so crazy 
after all, but that he nas in reality to 
make 11 fortune out of the bad lands and 
extmc' volcanoes which they had consid- 
ered worthless, there nas a general up- 
rising of the "terrors of the bad lands," 
and other big men of the country to tiy 
to put a stop to the bold proceeding Tho 
Marquis was not to be frightened. 
Al- 


though his opponents, with a great deal 
of bluster, appeared in force and pre- 
sented innumerable IG-ponnd Spencer 
rifles and other deadly weapons to scare 
him out of his wits and drive him from 
the country, he received them with the 
choicest language and the politest niiu- 
ner possible. He showed, however, about, 
as many deadly weapons—all nicely silver 
ruountul—as the other fellows had, al- 
though not quite as heavy, and gave the 
impresiion thit he was cipable of de- 
fending his right and title to thehnd 
purcha<cd by his own money. After one 
or two "terrors" had been killed and a 
couple more maimed he was allowed to 
stick, .ind he has stuck there ever since. 
Medori is now a thriving, bustling little 
town ol nearly 1,000 inhabitants, has a 
res' livj newspaper, called the B^il Lands 
Cowboy, with Mr G. Packard, formerly 
of Chicago, editor, and is destined before 
long to become one of the greatest points 
along tlie whole line of the Northern Pa- 
cific R ulroad for the shipping of dressed 
beeves to Chicago 


The Vlarquis' original experiment has 


grown into a wonderful business of sur- 
prising magnitude. 
He has a dozen or 


more ranches scattered all through the 
bad lands; abattoirs have been built at 
Helena, Billings, Bulloeks, Miles City, 
and Medora, and refrigerators at Port- 
land, IVlandan, Fargo, St, Paul, Brainerd, 
Duluth, Granger and Winnipeg. The 
slaughter house now in course of erection 
at Med )ra will be when completed one 
of the largest of the kind in tbe world 
It will be bi'ilt entirely of brick, and 
will contain room for the killing and 
cooling of 500 cattle a day. At present 
about 200 head are killed a day, and em- 
ployment is given to 150 men for that 
purpose. The business will be increased 
still further by the addition of glue fac- 
tories, ind born works, and by the in- 
vestment of nearly $1,000,000 this year 
in sheen alone. Besides his sheep and 
cattle v anture De Mores has 20,000 acres 
of wheat leads near Bismark, Dakota, and 
over 50,000 acres in the bad land, which 
are used for grazing purposes alone. 
Be 


now ct ntemplates tbe building up of a 
dairy ana grand scale for tbe exportation 
of butt, r, cheese, etc., and is already en- 
gaged m transporting in refrigerator cars 
fresh salmon from Portland, Oregon, to 
New \ ork City. It is said that a car- 
load of salmon costs $900 in Portland and 
sells for $3,000 in New York. The totil 
exponsi s in handling, shipping, etc , are 
$1,100 leaving a clear profit of $1,000 
per car. Taking his various ventures 
into act ount, the Marquis promises before 
many j ears to become one of the great 
million.ilres of the country.
